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Carta de fecha 2 de abril de 2004 dirigida al Presidente 
del Consejo de Seguridad por el Secretario General 

Tengo el honor de referirme al parrafo 2 del articulo 12 bis del Estatuto del 
Tribunal Penal Internacional para el enjuiciamiento de los presuntos responsables de 
genocidio y otras violaciones graves del derecho internacional humanitario cometi- 
das en el territorio de Rwanda y de los ciudadanos rwandeses presuntamente res¬ 
ponsables de genocidio y otras violaciones de esa naturaleza cometidas en el te¬ 
rritorio de Estados vecinos entre el 1° de enero y el 31 de diciembre de 1994, que 
dice lo siguiente: 

“Cuando se produzca una vacante en las Salas entre los magistrados perma- 
nentes elegidos o designados de conformidad con lo dispuesto en el presente 
articulo, el Secretario General, tras celebrar consultas con el Presidente del 
Consejo de Seguridad y el Presidente de la Asamblea General, designara a una 
persona que reuna las condiciones a que se hace referencia en el articulo 12 del 
presente Estatuto para que desempene el cargo por el resto del periodo.” 

A ese respecto, quisiera informarle de que el Magistrado Lloyd George Williams, 
nacional de Saint Kitts y Nevis, ha renunciado al cargo de magistrado permanente del 
Tribunal Internacional para Rwanda, con efecto a partir del 31 de marzo 
de 2004. 

El Gobierno de Saint Kitts y Nevis ha presentado la candidatura de Sir Charles 
Michael Dennis Byron, nacional de Saint Kitts y Nevis, para reemplazar al Magistrado 
Williams. Adjunto figura su curriculum vitae (vease el anexo)*. 

En mi opinion, Sir Dennis Byron reune las calificaciones que se exigen en el 
articulo 12 del Estatuto del Tribunal Internacional para Rwanda. Asimismo, conside- 
ro que el nombramiento de Sir Dennis Byron garantizaria la representacion adecuada 
en el Tribunal de los principals sistemas juridicos mundiales, como se dispone en el 
apartado c) del parrafo 1 del articulo 12 bis del Estatuto del Tribunal. 

Por consiguiente, quisiera celebrar consultas con usted con respecto a la desig- 
nacion de Sir Dennis Byron, de conformidad con lo dispuesto en el parrafo 2 del 
articulo 12 bis del Estatuto del Tribunal Internacional para Rwanda. 

Aguardo con interes conocer su opinion sobre el asunto.
